Text of the Cummins Cod Control Law 


The Cummins bill- [ori control of 


coal distribution and pr cs, as amenJ- 
ed and passed by oath, houses of Coc- 
frtss and »igned^by President Hard- 
top, bears the official title ot, "An Art 
to declare a national emergency to 
exist In the ;prodU2tiOi', transporta- 
tion, and distribution of coal and oth- 
wfuel, granting additional powers to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
providing''for the appointment ot a 
federal tuel distributor, providing for 
the declaration of car-service priori- 
ties- during the present emergency, 
^.aad to prevent the sale of fuel at un- 
just and unreasonably high prices.' 


, -The full text ot the se-\eral sections 


follows: 


"Be Is enacted, etc., That by reason 


of the prolonged interruption in the 
operation ot a substantial part of the 
eoal-miaing industry in the United 
States and of the Impairment in tha 
service ot certain carriers engaged in 
commerce between the states and by 
"reason of the disturbance in economic 
and industrial conditions caused by 
the World 'War a national emergency 
exists which endangers the public 


hereby authorised and directed to re- 
ceive and consider the recommenda- 
tion of the federal fuel distributor, 
based upon his reports upon the fore- 
going subjects, and any other infor- 
mation which it may secure in any 
manner authorized by law. - 


Section 5. The federal fuel distribu- 


tor may make such rules, regulations 
and orders as he may de-em necessary 
to carry out the duties imposed upon 
him by this act and may eoSperate 
with any department or agency of. the
